When Utilities Commissioner Bouil- 
Jon says that he did not promise io 
make J. A, Deerwestler, superintend- 
ent of the municipal power plant last 
February, he deliberately misrepresents 
the facts of a conversation in the pres- 
| ence of Mayor Armstrong and Commis- 
sioner Butehart, aecording to Mr, 
Deerwester, who has been deposed as 
superintendent of the gas plant at the 
instanee of Mr. Bouillon. The supple- 
inental statement of Mr. Bouillon that 
he was not responsible for Mr, Deer- 
wester’s leaving the municipal service 
is also branded as a falsehood. Mr, 
Deerwester is still in charge of the gas 
plant and will be until July 1, when he 
will be sueeeeded by Mr, Melling, 
having been notified last Saturday by 
Messrs, Bouillon and Butchart that 


“T came to Edmonton, December 28, 
last,” said Mr. Deerwester in a state- 
ment to the Capital today, “and immie- 
diately entered the employ of the city 
as superintendent of the gas plant. 1 
had been here about a week when I 
was approached by Commisioner But- 
chart as to my knowledge of steam. 
He inquired if I was keeping in touch 
With the whole power plant and he in- 
structed me to familiarize myse 
all the conditions down there, 
was the first intimation to me that Mr. 
McNaughton was to he relieved as su- 
perintendent of the plant, which de- 
veloped in a very short time, 1 then 
placed my application with the commis

made vacant. I did this on request. 
Mr. Bouillon suggested that I be made 
acting superintendent with the under- 
standing that if | made good that I was 
to have the position permanently, with 
the additional provision that if 1 could 
not handle the gas engine in this posi- 
tion Twas to resume my former duties 
as superintendent of the gas plant. It 
was understood, however, that I would 
not accept the position of acting su- 
perintendent of the power plant unless 
I be given a fair show to secure the 
place permanetly. This may be veri- 
fied by Mayor Armstrong."

“The gas engine up to this time had 
never been in operation at’all, T-claim 
that Mr. Bouillon never gave me the 
chance he promised. Upoun the oe- 
casion of this visit of the commission- 
ers to the power plant) Mr. Bouiilon 
stated that my work was thoroughly 
satisfactory, 

“When IT was appointed acting su- 
perintendent of the power plant. the 
question arose as to whether T had 
the necessary eredential’s to hold the 
position, in the form of an Alberta en- 
gineer’s certificate. I took this matter 
up with Commissioner Butchart and 
told him that I expected to consult 
Attorney Biggar. Mr. Butchart laughed 
and remarked that Mr. Biggar was an 
exceptionally good lawyer and_ inti- 
mated that if there was any “fixing” 
to do he was the man to see, He ad- 
vised me to take the matter up with 
City Solicitor Bown.

ADA HAS GREATLY INCREASED ACREAGE IN SPRING

Washington, June 15.—A bumper 
harvest of wheat in British India, es- 
timated at 369,000,000 bushels sur- 
passing all previous yields and a record 
area sewn to spring wheat in Wescvern 
Canada giving rise to seemingly extra- 
vagant estimates of probable yields are 
features of the World's review of May 
agricultural news announced by the 
department of agriculture today.
